Warrant for Town Meeting 


(z.s.) STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Canaan, N. H., 
inthe County of Grafton in said State, qualified to 
vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said town on Tuesday, the 18th day of March 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 

1. To choose by ballot and major vote a Town Clerk, 
one Selectman for three years, Treasurer, Overseer of 
the Poor, tax Collector, one Library Trustee for three 
years, and three highway Agents. 

2. ‘To choose by major vote, surveyors of lumber, 
fence viewers, constables, measurers of wood and bark, 
weighers of hay and straw, cemetery agents, and such 
other officers and agents as the town may judge necessary 
to be chosen. 

3. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
the compensation of the collector of taxes, and the limit- 
ation of time of settlement with the town. 

4, Tosee what action the town will take in regard to 
giving a discount on taxes. 

D. To see if the town will voteto raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to defray town expenses, in- 
cluding maintenance of the poor, salaries and expenses 
of the town officers, expenses of the municipal court, po- 
lice department, highway department, health depart- 
ment, forest fire department, cemeteries, driving hearse, 
and all other necessary expenses. 

6. Tosee if the Town will vote to accept the provis- 
ions of Chapter 87, Section 1, of the Revised Statutes, 
on a section of the Mascoma Valley road, so called, and 
appropriate, or set aside from the amount raised for high- 
way work, the sum of $75.00 for this purpose. 
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7. Tosee if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$2800.00 for Trunk line maintenance. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$2500.00 for State Aid maintenance. 

9. To see if the town will apply for Trunk Line con- 
struction of highways and raise the sum of $2000.00 
therefor. 

10. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$400.00 in addition tothe sum required by law for the 

support of the library and branch libraries. 

1l. Pursuant to a petition of ten or more legal voters, 
to see if the town will vote to purchase two acres of land 
onthe Westerly and Northerly sides of Canaan Street 
Cemetery, to improve the same, lay out the same into 
proper burial lots, walks, driveways, and fence the same, 
and for any other relief that may be deemed necessary 
and to raise and appropriate money to cover the same. 

12. To see if the town will vote to close, subject to 
gates and bars, the Collins road, so called, leading from 
the four corners North of Carl Wolfson’s to the four cor- 
ners North of Herman Jewell’s. 

13. To see ifthe town will vote to close, subject to 
gates and bars, the lower road, so called, leading from 
the foot of Clark pond to the Gore. 

14. Tosee if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$1000.00 for the purchase of snow fence. 


15. To see ifthe town will vote to abolish the rail- 
road crossing on the road to Wendelstadt’s shop, so 
called, as a public crossing. 

16. Tosee if the town will vote to raise any sum of 
money for the control of blister rust and if so how much. 

17. Pursuant to a petition of ten or more legal voters, 
to see if the town will vote to purchase a tractor ans 
snow plow and raise money for same. 

18. ‘To see if the town will vote to accept asa Trust 
Fund, the sum of $200.00 from the estate of the late Ly- 
man J. Sherburne, the interest to be used equally on the 
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Lyman J. Sherburne and the Joseph Sherburne lots in 
the Canaan Street Cemetery, to be known as the Lyman 
J. Sherburne Fund. 

19. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of 
$200.00 from the estate of the late Irene Hutchinson, the 
income to be used for perpetual care of the H. B. Ten- 
ney lotin Canaam Street Cemetery, to be knownas the 
Irene A. Hutchinson Fund. 

20. To see ifthe town will vote to accept the sum of

To the Taxpayers 


A new plan of financing the town’s monetary need 
was undertaken the past year. This consists in the 
main of deducting known income, and surplus of the 
previous year from the total appropriation to give the 
commitment. This surplus, which amounted to $2963.27 
was distributed to all property tax payers of record 
April 1, 1927, pro rata. Under this plan it becomes 
therefore necessary to live within the budget; failing to 
do so depletes the cash in the town treasury. For the 
year 1926 the commitment amounted to $52,000, and for 
the year 1927 the collector’s warrant called for $44,000; 
thus it will be seen that this represented a direct saving 
to the tax payers of $8000. 

The present Board do not encourage overdrafts and 
urge that all officers in the employ of the town live 
within the money alloted them. It is sound business eth- 
ics. Economies are sure to result if efficiency is employ-. 
ed in any line of business, and it appears that the tax 
rate has beena limiting factor in the growth of this 
town. 

With the commitment $9000 less than that of the 
previous year, atno time has the Treasurer been short 
of funds, due to the efficiency of your Tax Collector. 

On Nov. 3, 1927, occured the greatest flood ever 
known in this section, the town of Canaan in common 
with other surrounding towns being cut off from out- 
side communication, in respect to train service for six 
days. The highways were damaged to the extent of over 
$5000 and it became necessary to negotiate a time loan 
at the bank to cover payrolls. The Selectmen recom- 
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mend that this loan be paid in five annual payments of 
$1000 each. 

| The bridge known as Lary bridge being deemed un- 
safe was reinforced with cement and steel construction, 
as was the so called Moose Brook bridge onthe South 
Road. 

For the first time the Selectmen publish a list of un- 
paid taxes. Considering that the town has its obligations 
to meet, it does not seem unfair to ask the delinquent 
tax payers to be prompt in settlement. Attention is 
called here that the costs and interest charges are high 
on unpaid taxes (12%). 

Mr. Robert E. Cole in 1926 donated $150 to be used 
toward repairing the highway from Canaan Street to his 
home. Ihe Selectmen regret that mention of it last year 
was inadvertently omitted. 

The Selectmen wish to express their thanks for the 
kindly co-operation shown them by the various heads of 
departments and employees.

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Comment on the Financial Condition of the District by 
the Superintendent, H. H. Pratt 


The financial report, containing the school budget 
for the ensuing year, will be of interest in several ways. 

In the first place the financial report shows a dimin- 
ishing expenditure under several items without an in- 
crease in any current item, except payment for debt and 
interest. There has been decreased expense in repairs, 
transportation of pupils, medical inspection. 

In the second place there is an increasing revenue 
under the items of State equalization fund for elementary 
schools and tuition receipts. 

In the third place the budget for the ensuing year 
shows an estimated further shrinkage in the totals and 
a further increase in revenue. ‘The budget of the school 
board called for a net appropriation for schools in 1927 of 
$21,141.08; for 1928 it calls for a sum of $20,300.00. 

It will also be of interest to the taxpayers to know 
the financial standing of the school district at the time 
of the district meeting, 1928, without waiting another 
year for such report. 

The balance sheet for the district at the close of the 
fiscal year June 30,1927, shows an indebtedness of 
$10,180.00, of which $5000.00 was in the form of aloan to 
cover money lost in Peoples Trust Co. failure (original 
sum $6135, of which $1135 was paid in Sept., 1926, and 
$5180.00 in the form of a loan to meet overdraft as ex- 
plained in a former report.) Since June 30, 1927, a fur- 
ther payment on this debt of $2600.00 was made—in 
September, 1927—leaving a total indebtedness in the 
form of notes to Mascoma Savings Bank of $7,580.00— 
$4000.00 on Peoples Trust Co. loan and $3,580.00 on the 
old deficit. 

In September, 1928, there is to be a further payment 
of $2,000 (less by $600 than last year) with interest. 
The interest charge is also considerably reduced, only 
$300 being called for, There is a further reduction in 
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the amount of insurance premium for the ensuing year. 

The expense of operating schools for the current 
year since July 1, 1927, has been less than anticipated, 
the revenue somewhat more than expected; sothat alto- 
together the board havehad favorable experience with 
the schools this year. 

There is no deficit in sight, and after allowing for 
any reasonable contingency in operating costs for the 
current school year a small balance may be expected. 

It seems to be a growing feeling in operating schools 
throughout the country that, until sources of revenue > 
other than taxes on real estate shall be discovered, fur- 
ther increases in school costs are unreasonable, and at- 
tention is being turned toways of securing more edu- 
cational results with what money we now expend by se- 
curing more economical arrangements in the schools; in 
other words, getting a full one hundred cents’ worth of 
value foreach dollar expended. An example of such 
procedure is had in towns where the geography of the 
towns allows one or more small schools to be consolida- 
ted under one teacher without corresponding expense or 
difficulties in transportation. 

There are not too many pupils in the elementary 
schools of Canaan to be taught by eight teachers if they 
could be brought together and properly grouped. We 
now have to employ ten simply because of the difficulty 


of getting them together. 
That is to say, our geography is against us. In cent- 


ralized schools with central heating plants, costs of fuel 
janitor service, repairs, equipment are all reduced so 
that those towns favorably situated by nature can profit 


much financially from such advantages. 
Another example is seen in towns where the schools 


are open a full 180 days in eachschool year instead of 
the 165 or 170, which would be nearer the average of 
most towns. Better and more constant attendance on the 
part of pupils, less days lost by sickness—if such be pre- 
ventable—better teaching apparatus—all make for more 
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education in the same amount of time and money; for 
better teaching equipment does not by any means imply 
more expensive equipment. 

It is hoped that these few comments will furnish a 
few seed thoughts for our future. 


THE REPORT OF THE HEADMASTER 
To the 


Superintendent and Members of the School Board of Canaan © 


GENTLEMEN: 

Canaan High School opened the school year on Sep- 
tember 12 with an enrollment of 62 pupils. There have 
been four admissions and nine discharges. The present 
enrollment is 57. Of the 66 pupils whose names appear 
on the register, 41 are girls and 25 are boys. The oldest 
pupil is 19 years and 4 months of age and the youngest 
is ll years and 9 months. The range of ages is 7 years 
and 7 months.

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Table I, which shows the schools from which pupils 
entered Canaan High School, presents several interesting 
facts. Sixty percent of our pupils are prepared to enter 
high school from Canaan schools. Thirty percent re- 
ceived their elementary instruction in the neighboring 
towns of Danbury, Dorchester, Grafton and Orange. 
Only ten percent of our pupils are prepared for their se- 
condary education beyond commuting distance. ‘Twenty- 
one pupils pay tuition. Danbury sends the largest num- 
DET aL: 

Canaan High School is rapidly becoming a consoli- 
dated school for only 17, or 26 percent, of its pupils live 
within the village limits. Forty-three pupils carry their 
lunches. This situation at once explains why organized 
athletics is impracticable.

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Of 200 school sessions 185 have been utilized, that is, 
school has been in session 93 percent of all available 
time. Weather conditions were responsible for the loss 
of three days, Thanksgiving recess for two and one-half 
days and Plymouth Fair and uns State Teachers’ Insti- 
tute for one day each. 

Attendance to date this year hay been very erratic. 
Weather conditions have been unfortunate and pupils 
have done well to maintain the standard that they have. 
However it is hoped that we will again find Canaan High 
on the State Department records with the other schools 
showing an attendance record of over 95 percent. 

As a working unit, Canaan High School can be said 
to be well established. There are many things, however, 
which can be done to increase the effectiveness of in- 
struction. It is a practical impossibility to keep five 
rooms evenly heated with a stove in each room, espec- 
ially when six stoves are dependent upon thesame chim- 
ney for draft, and in four cases the length of the pipes 
from the stove to the chimney is approximately twenty- 


five feet. 
In view of the fact that classes changeevery forty 


minutes, and as aresult, a given pupil is required to 
proceed to another room in which the temperature is 
certain to vary from that inthe room he has just left, 
it is self-evident that a health menace exists. In addi- 
tion there is the nuisance of gas from the coal stoves and 
fine ashes from allofthem. The latter are particularly 
annoying in the laboratory, where it is practically im- 
possible to keep apparatus in proper condition. Aside 
from health considerations, economy of fuel would over 
a period of years pay for the installation of a suitable 


heating system. 
Toilet facilities at the High School are inadequate 


and decidedly unsatisfactory. Representatives of the 
State Department of Education have so reported to their 
superiors. Something should be done. In the interest of 
economy the heating and sanitation projects could be 
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carried on to advantage at the same time. 

Thereare many other improvements that could be 
made, some of them of major and some of minor import- 
ance. Perhaps it would be well to permit the pupils to 
express themselves. The following table was prepared 
by the pupils of the Senior English Class. The data list- 
ed was compiled from compositions written by the Jun- 
ior and Senior classes on the subject ‘‘Improvements 
Suggested for the Canaan High School.’’
